Dad confiscates knives at teenager's party

A HARINGEY man has caused a 
stir on social media after confis¬ 
cating knives from teenagers at his 
niece’s party. 

Faron Paul, 31, filmed an anti-knife 
video which he put on Facebook shortly 
after taking the blades away from young¬ 
sters at the do. 

And in less than a day-and-a-half his 
powerful message has clocked up more 
than 1.4 million views on Facebook. 

Mr Paul’s 14-year-old daughter was 
also at the birthday party, in Broad Lane, 
Tottenham, when his brother called, ask¬ 
ing him to attend. 

On the video, Mr Paul says: “My 
brother calls me and says there are a few 
guys outside giving him problems. But 
I’m thinking, ‘They’re all 16-year-olds, 
it’s got to be all gravy.’” 

As a well-known figure in the commu¬ 
nity, Mr Paul was able to talk to the 
youngsters and persuade them to part 
with their weapons. 


In the Facebook film, after holding up 
two knives, he says: “If you think that’s 
shocking, watch this one. This is what 
someone has come to the party with,” 
before showing the huge hunting knife 
featured in the picture right. 

Speaking to the Advertiser this week, 
Mr Paul said he was very concerned 
about knife crime and its consequences. 

He said: “I have physically experi¬ 
enced knives change my life and I still 
suffer with the consequences. I’ve been 
stabbed 18 times and I used to run for 
England, but had to stop. 

“At the party a lot of them knew me 
through growing up and stuff and I was 
able to treat them with respect and per¬ 
suade them so they gave me the knives.” 

He took three knives off boys aged 
between 14 and 16. 

Mr Paul’s message was that it’s not 
worth carrying the weapons and that a ran¬ 
dom impulse can change the course of 
someone’s life in an instant. “It’s a subject 
that’s very close to my heart,” he added. 

Mr Paul’s Facebook message later in the 
day read: “Take a knife and save a life.”

Companies fight for £1 bn contract 


THREE companies are fighting to win a 
£lbillion deal to transform Tottenham. 

Haringey Council says it has narrowed its 
shortlist from six to three bidders as it looks 
for a long-term partner for the major High 
Road West development. 

The shortlisted companies are Barratt 
Developments Pic, Lendlease Development 
Limited and Linkcity (Bouygues). The 
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winner will be announced by the middle of 
this year. 

Located just 15 minutes from central 
London and next to the new £900million 
Spurs stadium development, the 11-hectare 
scheme will provide 1,400 new homes, 
community facilities including a new library 
and a public square and park. 

It will also create a new local centre with 
shops, restaurants, cafes and commercial 
and business space. 

The scheme will be carried out alongside 
the Northumberland Park Estate 
regeneration scheme, under the auspices 
of the Haringey Development Vehicle. 

The council says the two projects, along 
with the Spurs stadium development, will 
mean billions of pounds in public and 
private investment in north Tottenham, 
transforming the area with 5,000 new 
homes and 4,000 jobs. 


Alan Strickland, the council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for housing, regeneration and planning 
said: “Tottenham is a major regeneration pri¬ 
ority for the borough and this ambitious 
scheme has developed following three years of 
consultation with the local community. 

“We look forward to making a final decision 
on our partner in the coming months.” 

The council says the importance of the High 
Road West scheme has been recognised by the 
mayor of London, who has contributed £62m. 

The local authority says the project comes 
hot on the heels of the redevelopment of 
Tottenham Hale, providing 800 homes, and 
the Ada National College for Digital Skills, 
which opened in Tottenham Hale in 
September last year and will move to a new 
campus in 2018. 

The college aims to equip young people with 
the latest hi-tech skills and qualifications so 
they can compete in the digital economy.

Jail for thug after 
anti-Semitic attack 

A TEENAGE thug who 
yelled anti-Semitic abuse at 
Orthodox Jews at Tottenham 
Hale Retail Park and hurled 
empty silver gas canisters at 
them from a car was jailed 
for six months on Friday. 

Patrick Joseph Delaney, 
pictured , targeted Orthodox Jews in their 
distinctive attire in a tirade of hate which 
included references to Adolf Hitler. 

Four victims were subjected to the vile and 
unprovoked attacks in the car park of the 
retail complex at about 7.30pm on January 6 
last year, Wood Green Crown Court heard. 

One of the victims noted the vehicle’s 
registration and reported it to police. 

Delaney, of Braintree, Essex, and two 
others were later arrested and subsequently 
charged with a religiously aggravated public 
order offence. 

Delaney pleaded guilty and received the 
prison sentence while the charges against the 
co-defendants were dropped.

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Arson probe after blaze at 
primary school 

Pupils move to academy for lessons

PUPILS whose classrooms were wrecked 
after a firebug torched them at the weekend 
have relocated to another school as part of 
emergency arrangements. 

Year 5 and 6 youngsters at Churchfield 
Primary School, in Latymer Road, Edmon¬ 
ton, move to Heron Hall Academy, in 
Nightingale Road, from today (Wednesday) 
following the arson attack early on Sunday 
morning which destroyed seven classrooms 
and the plant room. 

Every effort is being made to minimise the 
disruption and upheaval to pupils studying 
for SATS tests. 

The school was closed on Monday, but 
reopened yesterday (Tuesday) for nursery, 
reception and Year 1-4 children thanks to the 
“Herculean efforts of school staff,” said 
headteacher Matthew Kleiner-Mann, 

He described it as a mindless attack and 
apologised to parents and children affected 
by what he called “this terrible event”. 

“I share their horror and outrage that a pri¬ 
mary school should be targeted in such a 
destructive way,” he said. 

“We are cooperating fully with the police 
in order to identify and prosecute the indi¬ 
viduals responsible and I would urge anyone 
who has any information about this incident 


to contact the police so that we can catch the 
people responsible.” 

The blaze broke out soon after 5 am. 

Acting Detective Inspector Adam Row¬ 
land, of Enfield Police, who is the senior 
investigating officer, said: “Thankfully, no 
one was hurt during this incident and the 
school was empty at the time. 

“If this had happened during the week and 
the school was occupied, there is no doubt that 
there would have been some serious injuries. 

“If you were in the vicinity of Latymer 
Road during the early hours of Sunday morn¬ 
ing and saw anyone or anything you believe 
may have been suspicious, I urge you to 
come forward. 

“Whoever was responsible for this is still at 
large and must be caught.” 

A spokesman for the London Fire Brigade 
confirmed that 18 firefighters and officers 
were called to the blaze in three fire engines. 

He said: “The fire damaged part of the 
ground floor and the building’s external first- 
floor timber cladding. 

“The brigade were called at 5.13am and the 
fire was under control by 8.05am. Crews 
from Edmonton and Enfield fire stations 
attended the incident.”

IT’S ready, steady, read for five schools 
who have set themselves the ambitious tar¬ 
get of reading aloud for 30,000 hours over 
the next six months. 

The handful of schools that form 
Cuckoo Hall Academies Trust (CHAT) 
have signed up for the Read Aloud 2017 
initiative to encourage children and their 
parents to read out loud for at least 15 min¬ 
utes each day and help foster a lifelong 
love of books.

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Schools get glowing report 


TWO primary schools have been identified as 
centres of excellence in a parliamentary review. 

Eversley, in Winchmore Hill, and 
Worcesters were highlighted in the 2015-16 
review, which highlights the effects of 
government policies. 

Both schools were described as “outstanding” 
- and the accolade has been welcomed by 
Enfield Council. 

Seven years ago some aspects of Worcesters 
were described as “inadequate” and Ofsted 
issued it with a “notice to improve”. 

Leadership and management were judged to 
be inadequate and a number of families were 
removing their children from the school, in 
Goat Lane, Enfield. 

Three years later, it won an outstanding 
rating and, after numbers had slumped, it now 
has 600 pupils. 


Speeding drivers trapped

A TON-UP driver who roared through Enfield 
was clocked speeding at 106mph. 

The motorist was caught in a clampdown by 
Enfield Police, who netted 25 speeding drivers 
after officers staked out a stretch of the A10 in 
the north of the borough. 

The crackdown was welcomed by social media 
users, who learned about the covert operation and 
the speeds drivers were travelling in a built-up 
area after details were posted by police on their 
Facebook page. 

Police and Enfield Council officers are aware 


that drivers speeding through the borough cause 
concern to residents and contribute to accidents 
and injuries. 

The operations on Friday, January 20, by offi¬ 
cers from Southbury ward were concentrated on 
the A 10/Great Cambridge Road after speed cam¬ 
eras were removed last year. 

Police say they processed 25 drivers for speed¬ 
ing and one was found to be driving at 106mph. 

Facebook posters on the Enfield Police page 
welcomed the action. 

John Salmon said: “Thank you. Local residents 
have been complaining about this for at least five 
years. It’s good to know something is finally 
being done. There are many local residents on the 


BHP/Edmonton StreetLife forum who will be 
pleased to hear this.” Jane Telfer said: “Thank 
you! This resident is very grateful. The noise 
from speeding and anti-social driving behaviour 
keeps me awake night after night” - and Cara 
Bolton posted: “This is great news. I hope more 
speed checks are done after 10pm when the real 
speedsters get the run of the road.” 

Borough police commander Detective Chief 
Superintendent Iain Raphael says he is consulting 
Transport for London to get the speed cameras 
which were removed last year put back in place. 

Enfield Police said: “We will continue these 
covert checks to keep our residents safe and pre¬ 
vent accidents by speeding motorists.” 


The review said: “Worcesters is now a 
popular and over-subscribed school which has 
seen results consistently rise above the 
national average over the past four years.”

“Achieving that outstanding grading, 
maintaining it and leading the school 
through many changes and challenges has 
been and continues to be very exciting 
and rewarding 

“However, sustaining an outstanding 
record also demands constant hard work and 
a strong drive for continuous improvement.” 

She added: “We are always delighted 
when visitors comment on the warm, 
friendly atmosphere that permeates 
throughout the school and the happiness of 
the children they encounter.” 

The council says that 97 per cent of 
primary schools in the borough have now 
been rated as “good” or “outstanding” 
by Ofsted.

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Invest in schools,’ 
MP urges minister

“EDUCATION standards in Enfield could be 
threatened” unless the government invests in the 
borough’s schools, according to Joan Ryan. 

The MP for Enfield North is calling on Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer Philip Hammond, to 
deliver extra resources to schools in Enfield ahead 
of the budget statement to parliament on March 8. 

Her call follows last week’s revelation that 
£384million, earmarked for schools in England 
under academy conversion plans, had been taken 
back by the Treasury 

The National Audit Office has also warned that 
schools face £3billion in spending cuts by 2020. 

Ms Ryan said: “Analysis of the government’s 
education funding figures by London Councils 
has shown that schools in the borough of Enfield 
will need to make a further £ 13.5m in savings 
by 2018/19. 

“I know from having spoken to headteachers, 
staff, governors and parents in my constituency 
that schools are facing substantial funding pres¬ 
sures. They are doing a great job in very difficult 
circumstances, but cutting their budgets to the 
bone is unsustainable. 

“Schools are already reporting increased class 
sizes, teacher and school staff vacancies being 
left unfilled and having to set budget deficits. 

“Without additional resources this already 
desperate funding situation in schools will 
only get worse and education standards could 
be threatened. 

“I’m calling on the government to invest in 
education and protect funding for children and 
young people in Enfield.” 



Warning: Enfield North MP Joan Ryan 

Ministers are planning to introduce a new 
National Funding Formula for schools, which 
would result in 70 per cent of London schools 
receiving less money from 2018/19. 

These cutbacks come on top of the funding 
shortfall identified by the National Audit Office 
report on the financial sustainability of schools, 
published in December last year. 

The Department for Education has argued that 
the new formula will provide a much fairer basis 
for allocating funds to schools and will give head 
teachers more certainty over future budgets and 
long-term planning.

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Police nab knife haul 


POLICE in Enfield claim 
that two recent operations 
have been a success. 

A weapons sweep netted a 
crop of knives, which have 
been confiscated, and a 
clampdown on anti-social 
behaviour cut call-outs, 
saving police time. 

A week of efforts targeting 
knife crime, saw officers 
arrest “known, habitual 
knife carriers”. 

A knife-drop bin at 
Edmonton Police Station 
front office, open 24 hours 
a day, resulted in several 


weapons being left in a 
week and a search of a park 
in Ponders End, with the 
help of cadets, uncovered 
a knife. 

In a separate operation, 
after a survey of 1,200 
Enfield residents in 20 
wards, police say they acted 
over fears of anti-social 
behaviour in Highlands. 

More patrols and a 
camera made a huge 
impact on anti-social 
behaviour in the Lonsdale 
Drive area, resulting in 100 
fewer calls from residents. 


Police said it was “a great 
result for our residents, 
who are seeing less 
anti-social behaviour, and 
also for us as we can focus 
on other areas which are 
having the same issues. 

“This has been achieved 
by our local officers 
increasing visible police 
patrols in the area, 
conducting stop and 
searches and being involved 
in the installation of a dome 
camera which has helped to 
ward off the unwanted 
anti-social behaviour.” 


MP rages at plans 
to axe Jobcentres

EDMONTON’s two Jobcentres are to shut - 
sparking an angry blast from MP Kate Osamor. 

She is demanding a meeting with government 
ministers over the plans to close the centres in 
Fore Street and Upper Fore Street. 

It is proposed that the services they provide 
will move to Palmers Green Jobcentre and 
Enfield Jobcentre before March next year. 

Closures of 78 such centres across the UK will 
save the government £180million a year and con¬ 
sultation on the changes will only occur where 
they are being moved more than three miles or a 
20-minute walk away. 

Ms Osamor said: “I am appalled by the deci¬ 
sion to close Edmonton’s Jobcentres. 

“There has been a total lack of consultation on 
this decision. 

“The services provided are an important 
resource for many of my constituents. Figures 
from October 2016 show there were 2,155 
claimants in Edmonton, 1,666 of whom claim 
only jobseeker’s allowance. 


“Closing Jobcentres will only mean that people 
have to travel further to access the services they 
need and in particular it leaves behind those who 
do not have access to online services. 

“This government talks about wanting to help 
people get into work, but this reckless move is 
sending the opposite message. 

“I have written to the Secretary of State for 
Work and Pensions Damien Green to express my 
opposition to the closures and my concerns about 
the lack of public consultation. 

“I have requested an urgent meeting with him 
to discuss this further.” 

Employment minister Damian Hinds said last 
week: “The way the world works has changed 
rapidly in the last 20 years and the welfare state 
needs to keep pace. 

“As more people access their benefits through 
the internet many of our buildings are under¬ 
used. We are concentrating our resources on 
what we know best helps people into work. 

“We will always make sure that people have the 
support they need to get into and progress within 
work. That’s why we are recruiting 2,500 more 
work coaches to help those who need it most.”

Imbalance robs us of valuable women of science 


I WOULD like to draw your readers’ 
attention to an important date: Febru¬ 
ary 11, the International Day of 
Women and Girls in Science. 

That we should need such a day, even 
now, in 2017, is staggering. It was 
introduced by the United Nations to 
encourage young women to enter 
careers in science and technological 
disciplines as the imbalance between 
the sexes in these fields remained stark. 

To my mind, this imbalance robs us 
of the full contribution that women in 
science can make to the world. 

While the past 15 years have seen 
increased efforts to inspire and engage 
women and girls in science, it’s the 
case that in some parts of the world. 


the percentage of female students 
achieving a degree in science-related 
fields continues to be much lower 
compared to that of male students. 

We can no longer allow this 
inequality to go unchallenged. Young 
women and girls need to be encour¬ 
aged to explore and engage with sci¬ 
ence, and nations around the world 
need to be more proactive in fostering 
this interest. 

Women around Britain - from 
palaeontologist Mary Anning and 
Britain’s first female physician and 
surgeon Elizabeth Garrett Anderson, 
to chemist Rosalind Franklin and biol¬ 
ogist Anne McLaren - have made 
great contributions to the body of sci¬ 


entific knowledge. We all have a 
responsibility to make sure young 
women and girls across London, 
Britain and beyond have the opportu¬ 
nity to follow in their footsteps. 

Recognising a problem is always the 
first step toward addressing it and the 
UN resolution founding the Interna¬ 
tional Day of Women and Girls in Sci¬ 
ence is an excellent development. 

But it’s an issue that starts at home. 
And here’s something for us all to pon¬ 
der as parents, carers, teachers and 
employers: what role can we play?

I will not apologise for 
putting residents first 


BILL LINTON Linton {Advertiser, 
February 1) accuses me of being 
parochial for opposing any proposal 
by the Mayor of London for a Ultra 
Low Emission Zone (ULEZ) that does 
not extend to the M25 boundary - a 
position I stated at the Clean Air Meet¬ 
ing he refers to, also attended by my 
colleague and fellow councillor Alan 
Sitkin and officers from the environ¬ 
ment department. 

I am sorry to disappoint Mr Linton, 
but I make no apologies for standing 
up for the health and well-being of 
Enfield residents, particularly those 
who live in close proximity to the 
A406 and A10 whose lives are 
blighted on a daily basis by poor 
air quality. 

Indeed, in Enfield alone some 17 per 
cent of deaths are related to air pollu¬ 
tion of which transport emissions are a 
significant contributory factor. 

The mayor’s draft proposal, which is 
for a ULEZ inside but not including 
the A406 would create a two-tier 
approach and suggest, rightly or 


wrongly, that the health of those living 
in inner London matters more than the 
health of those living in outer Lon¬ 
don - and the evidence speaks for itself. 

The benefits of an inner London 
ULEZ for Enfield is extremely small. 
The overall predicted reduction in 
nitrogen dioxide emissions is predicted 
to be no more than four per cent. 

By contrast, a London-wide ULEZ

Former 
Marine 
Bob honoured by France 
...73 years after D-Day

HE might be 93 and frail, but nothing was going 
to stop D-Day veteran Bob Wilson collecting a 
war medal. 

The former BT engineer picked up the award 
from the French government for his heroism fer¬ 
rying soldiers to the beaches of Normandy dur¬ 
ing World War II. 


The French ambassador to the UK Sylvie Ber- 
mann presented Bob with the Legion d’Honneur. 

The medal is France’s highest distinction and 
were handed over at the ambassador’s London 
residence in the presence of Lord Howe, the min¬ 
ister of state for defence. 

For former Royal Marine Bob, of Carnarvon 
Avenue, Enfield, the honour for his efforts in 
June 1944 brought back vivid memories. 

He said: “It was bloody cold! I was a stoker in 


a boat that was ferrying Canadians to the 
beaches, so I was below deck. 

“I remember our coxswain had his thumb 
chopped off and eventually the landing craft was 
sunk. I was picked up from the water and got 
taken to another ship and then back to Blighty.” 

Father-of-two Bob was still a teenager at the 
time and went on to serve in Malaya and 
Singapore before being discharged from the 
forces at the age of 21.

A HISTORIC house is sprucing up its displays 
and wants your help to transform exhibitions. 

Forty Hall, in Forty Hill, Enfield, is revamping 
six rooms to give a stronger flavour of what life 
was like in the past. 

So, for example, one room will depict what a 
worker in 1650 - shortly after the hall was built - 
might have experienced while another will por¬ 
tray an early 19th-century version of life on site. 

But it needs props, not necessarily original, and 
items that can evoke the eras it is depicting. 

Forty Hall manager Hatice Abdullah said: “We 
have identified people who lived in the hall over 
the years and we are telling their stories and 
showing the kind of lives that they had. 


“For example, Evelyn, a 15-year-old scullery 
maid in the 1890s - we want to tell the story of 
her life. Another would be Vickery, a servant 
from 1646, who would have lived with the origi¬ 
nal owner Sir Nicholas Raynton. 

“We would like things like period costumes 
and other props, an old Bible, for instance. We 
want to start putting things in in April and we 
will be upgrading the exhibitions as people 
donate things.” 

Grandfather clocks, tea sets, paintings and can¬ 
dlesticks are among other items being sought - 
and a fuller list of contributions wanted is on 
Forty Hall’s website. 

The items will be kept for two years and 
then returned.

GIRLS and young women are being 
urged to stand up to sexual exploita¬ 
tion as part of a Valentine’s Day 
campaign.

film review 


Denzel builds towards awards 



FENCES (12A, 139 mins) 


N OMINATED for four Academy 
Awards including Best Picture, 
Fences is an assured film adapta¬ 
tion of August Wilson’s Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning play, directed for the screen by 
Denzel Washington. 

The actor already has two golden stat¬ 
uettes on his mantelpiece for the films Glory 
and Training Day, and he is vying for a third 
Oscar for his showy performance here. 

Such plaudits come as little surprise 
since Washington is well acquainted with 
the stage production. 

He simmered with tightly coiled rage in 
a 2010 Broadway revival co-starring Viola 
Davis. Both won coveted Tony Awards for 
their incendiary portrayals of a couple 
struggling to hold together their marriage 
against a backdrop of economic uncer¬ 
tainty and bigotry in 1950s’ Pittsburgh. 

Reunited on the big screen, Washington 
and Davis rekindle molten chemistry and 
are able to suck us deeper into their char¬ 
acters’ suffering with the benefit of linger¬ 
ing, tear-stained close-ups. 

Fences remains unerringly faithful to its 
stage origins and feels rather static, 
unfolding predominantly within the rooms 
or backyard of a modest home where fam¬ 
ily members trade bruising verbal blows. 

Strong-willed patriarch Troy Maxson 
(Washington) presides over this tug-of-war 
for supremacy. 

He works as a rubbish collector along¬ 
side best friend Jim (Stephen Robertson), 
who loves to listen to Troy's anecdotes. 

“You got more stories than the devil got 
sinners,” quips Jim. 


Troy toils in order to provide for his 
wife Rose (Davis) and their son Cory 
(Jovan Adepo). 

The young man is a gifted athlete and 
is being scouted for college football. 

Troy refuses to sign his son’s permission 
slip because he believes the football 
leagues are rife with racial prejudice and 
he doesn’t want his flesh and blood to 
fail, as he did playing baseball many 
years before. 

This refusal to support his son’s dream 
drives an insurmountable wedge between 
Troy and Cory. 


“I’m the boss around here, I do the 
only saying what counts,” barks the old 
man defiantly. 

Meanwhile, the patriarch clashes with 
his other son, Lyons (Russell Hornsby), 
who only seems to materialise when he 
needs money. 

Financial pressures tip Troy over the 
edge and his rage and frustration explode 
with devastating consequences. 

Fences is a glittering showcase for the 
ensemble cast, led by the imperious 
Washington and Davis, who don’t hold 
back in pivotal scenes. 


The latter richly deserves her Oscar 
nomination and she’ll almost certainly 
win for deftly capturing the steeliness of 
a mother hen, who has sacrificed every¬ 
thing for her brood. 

“I gave 18 years of my life to stand in 
the same spot with you. Don't you think I 
ever wanted other things?” she rages. 

Period detail is impressive and even 
though there is a palpable lack of cine¬ 
matic dynamism to proceedings, there are 
plenty of dialogue-driven fireworks.
